Police, Prepared For At¬ 
tack, Ambush and Kill 
Three Chinese 

AMOY, China, June 15. <JP) ~ 
Pirates attacked the American 
hospital here tonight but were 
beaten off after a machine gun 
battle in which five men were 
killed. Those slain were three 
pirates and two policemen. 

The hospital itself was not dam¬ 
aged and none of the attaches was 
injured. 

The institution belongs to the 
board of foreign missions of the 
Reformed Church of America with 
headquarters in New York. 

Attack Expected 

Dr. C. H. Holleman of Chicago, 
superintendent of the hospital, and j 
Miss Jean Neinheiss of Holland 
Mich., chief nurse, had been ex¬ 
pecting the pirate attack. 

For several days Ti Chui Hop, 
chieftain of a notorious band of 
outlaws operating in the district, 
by land and sea, has been a pa¬ 
tient in the hospital. He had 
been wounded in a gun battle with | 
the police of Amoy. A police j 
guard was thrown around the 
building. 

Police in Ambush 

The attack was made tonight 
from the sea. The mitlaws, armed j 
with pistols and machine guns, 
sailed a pirate junk up to the 
shore on which the hospital is 
built. When the junk reached 
shallow water,, the attackers 
swarmed over the side and 
stormed across the sand. 

Police, waiting in ambush, 
opened fire with machine guns. 
The pirates fought back but, un¬ 
able to break through the police j 
lines, turned back and escaped in 
their junk. 

The wounded chieftain, Ti, was 
immediately transferred from the 
hospital to Jail.

Shortly after 5 p. m. today the 
city’s 26 city and four rural route 
carriers will start out on their 
rounds, carrying one of the most 
j valuable consignments of mail 
J ever to arrive here—the first part 
of $2,000,000 in soldiers’ bonus 
bonds destined for Orange county 
veterans. 

Received at the postoffice here 
over the week-end were 1000 reg¬ 
istered envelopes addressed to vet¬ 
erans. with a few hundred more 
expected to arrive in time for to- 
! night's delivery. 

Expects Crowd 

Postmaster Frank Harwood and 
his entire office force were ready 
for the rush of additional deliver¬ 
ies tonight and tomororw, with 
{ crowds expected to fill the postof- 
ficc lobby tomorrow morning 
when certification of the bonds 
begins as the first step toward 
cashing the bonds. 

It will be several days before the 
entire local quota of bonds has ar¬ 
rived, Postmaster Harwood said, 
but deliveries will be made as the 
mail arrives. Each envelope must 
be signed for in person by the vet- 
i eran to which it is addressed, and 
the addressee must be known per¬ 
sonally to the carrier or must have 
someone known to both present to 
identify him. 

To Mail Chocks 

Certification of the bonds will I 
begin at 8 a. m. tomorrow, with ] 
positive identification again ah- 
! solutely necessary. A corps of 
i members of veterans’ organiza¬ 
tions will act as certifying clerks. 

Once signed in the presence of 
I the certifying clerk, the bonds will '< 
be sent to Los Angeles and the 
veterans will be given receipts. 
Within a week a government check 
I will be mailed to the owner.

Three Million Ve+s Due 
to Get Their Bonds 
By Mail Today 

WASHINGTON, June 15. (A>l— 
The bonus was paid today to vet¬ 
erans of the World war. 

The fruit of a 17-year struggle 
over various forms of adjusted 
compensation, “baby" bonds worth 
almost $1,650,000,000 moved 
through the mail to some 3,000,000 
ex-service men. When the work 
is completed 38,000,000 bonds will 
have been sent out. 

Into Trade Channels 

Government experts said that by 
the end of the week millions of 
dollars in cash would be in the 
hands of those men who seek im¬ 
mediately to swap the bonds for 
government checks—and the cash 
then will flow into the trade 
channels. 

Business observers watched ex¬ 
pectantly to see what effect the 
sudden burst of cash would have 
on general trade at a time when 
business normally hits a down¬ 
swing. 

President Roosevelt has urged 
cooperation in the cashing of fed¬ 
eral checks in order that the flow 
of cash into trade may start “with¬ 
out unnecessary delay.” Home 
Owners Loan Corporation officials 
predicted bonus distribution would 
hasten payment of loans on homes. 

Urges Retention 

Veterans' retention of the bonds, 
which draw interest at the rate of 
3 per cent, has been urged by Gen¬ 
eral Frank T. Hines, veterans’ ad¬ 
ministrator. “if there is no urgent 
condition which requires that the 
bonds be cashed." 

WTiile the bonds moved on to the 
service men, 4000 workers at the 
veterans administration continued 
to check applications which still 
arrived at the rate of 50,000 a 
week from the remainder of the 
nation's 3,500.000 veterans.

The 22-year-old Indiana col¬ 
legian not only surpassed one 
of the great I'aavo Nurmi’s 
supposedly impregnable marks 
by running the distance in 8 
minutes, 58.8 seconds on Prince¬ 
ton’s rain-swept track Saturday, 
but he became the first Amer¬ 
ican ever to gain world renown 
over the two-mile route. 

For the first time in foot-racing 
history, the United States now 
can claim all world records for the 
standard linear-measured events 
ranging from 100 yards to two 
miles, with Lash joining the rec¬ 
ord-cracking company of Frank 
Wykoff and Jesse Owens in the 
sprints, Ben Eastman at the 440 
and 880-yard distances, and Glenn 
Cunningham in the mile.

Twenty-one Franciscan missions were founded in California 
by the Rev. Fray Junipero Serra, extending from San Diego to 
what is now Sonoma county. They are among California’s price¬ 
less landmarks. The state department of public works has pre¬ 
pared brief histories of them with directions on how to reach 
them. They will be taken up in the order of their locations from 
south to north, rather than in the sequence of their founding. 
The ninth Installment, telling the story of how Father Serra 
founded Mission La Purisina Concepcion, follows:

"Thus," says Fr. Englehardt, 
"came to an end Mission Purisima 
Concepcion within two days of the 
58th anniversary of its founding 
by Fermin de Lasuen, the succes¬ 
sor to Fr. Junipero Serra.” 

President Abraham Lincoln had 
returned to the Catholic church a 
number of the Franciscan missions, 
and on Jan. 24, 1874, President 
Ulysses S. Grant gave back to the 
church all that remained of Puri¬ 
sima Concepcion. 

Deserted by its devoted priests 
and the Indian neophytes, the mis¬ 
sion rapidly decayed and in 1882. 
Mrs. Helen Hunt Jackson, United 
States Indian inspector, describing 
the California missions, wrote: 

; "The most desolate ruin of all is 
that of La Purisima Concepcion 
mission. Nothing is left there but 
one long, low adobe building, with 
a few arches of the corridor the 
door stands wide open, the roof is 
falling in; it has been so often 
used as a stable and sheepfoul, that 
even the grasses are killed around 
it. * * * Many of the trees are 
gone, and those that remain stretch 
| out gaunt and shriveled bough, 
which, though still bearing gruit, 
look like arms tossing in vein re¬ 
proach and entreaty.” 

Twenty-three years later, George 
Wharton James, in 1905, wrote: 
"Everything at Purisima Concep¬ 
cion now is in sad ruin.” 

Becomes Wilderness 

Fr. Engelhardt says that after 
the spoliation and abandonment of 
j the mission, the whole valley be- 
j came a sort of wilderness, even j 
I the Indian rancherias gradually 
1 disappeared. 

In October, 1874, the country [ 
surrounding the old mission was 
i divided into farms and town lots 
and settlers established what now 
is the city of Lompoc. A Catholic 
! community grew up around Lorn- , 
poc largely due to the efforts of 
1 Rev. J. B. McNally, who was in 
charge of the seminary near Mis- 
| sion Santa Inez. In 1910 Fr. John 
Reynolds took over as resident 
priest at Lompoc, where a Catholic ] 
church had been erected. He was \ 
succeeded by Rev. Charles N. ! 
Raley in 1912, which was the 125th I 
anniversary of the founding of j 
Mission Purisima. whose ruins 
stood only three blocks from the j 
church. 

And with the coming of Fr. 
Raley there began a new era for J 
La Purisima Concepcion. He in¬ 
spired a civic celebration held Dec. 
5, 1912, in observance of the mis- \ 
sion anniversary and a huge cross | 
was raised op the hillside facing j 
the ruins of the first mission. ! 
Bishop Thomas J. Conaty of the J 
diocese of Los Angeles and Mon- ; 
terey attended with many church ! 
dignitaries, state and county offi¬ 
cials, representatives of the Na- ] 
tive Sons and Native Daughters, \ 
and himself blessed the cross that 
now stands at Lompoc and by j 
night is illuminated with electric 
lights. 

Definite plans for restoration of I 
the mission were laid in Novem- I 
ber, at a meeting called by Father 
Raley. These plans grew and to¬ 
day a new Mission Purisima Con¬ 
cepcion is being constructed along 
lines of authentic restoration by i 
the California state park division I 
assisted by the national park 


MISSION LA PURISIMA 
CONCEPCION 
Founded Dec. 8, 1787 

Established on the day dedicated 
to the singularly Most Pure Mys¬ 
tery of the Empress of the Heav¬ 
ens, Mary Most Holy, that is to 
say of her Immaculate Conception, 
as Fr. Guardian of the Missions 
Fermin de Lasuen, its founder, re¬ 
corded, Mission La Purisima Con¬ 
cepcion was foredoomed to trag¬ 
edy. 

Eleventh of the Franciscan mis¬ 
sions erected on El Camino Real, 
bringing nearer to reality the 
dream of Fr. Junipero Serra for a 
chain of missionary stations 
stretching from San Diego to San 
Francisco, Purisima Concepicon 
came into existence on Dec. 8, 
1787. 

Its beginning delayed by the ani¬ 
mosity of Gov. Felipe de Neva, its 
first church and mission buildings 
totally destroyed by earthquake, 
long years of work by its faithful 
padres undone by an Indian revolt 
and its ruin finally accomplished 
by political intrigue, Purisima 
Concepcion of beautiful name fur¬ 
nishes a tragic chapter in the his¬ 
tory of the old California missions. 

Building Began in 1788 

In opposition to the expressed 
wishes of the viceroy of Spain in 
Mexico, Governor Neve had suc¬ 
ceeded in preventing the founding 
of Mission Santa Barbara and 
Purisima Concepcion for many 
years, but in August. 1786, Gov. 
Pedro Fages communicated to Fr. 
Lasuen the welcome news that the 
viceroy had ordered the establish¬ 
ment of a new mission on the Rio 
de Santa Rosa, now known as 
Santa Ynez river. And so Fr. 
Lasuen in a happy frame of mind 
set up the eleventh Franciscan 
station, ninth on the Road of the 
Padres from south to north. 

Building operations began in the 
spring of 1788. and by the end of 
that year 95 baptisms had been 
solemnized and 25 marriages 
blessed. Records of activities at 


vestry, buried under the walls the 
various images and paintings, 
ruined the greater part of the 
church furniture and made unin¬ 
habitable most of the mission 
buildings. So great was the dam¬ 
age that the padres petitioned the 
Fr. Presidente and governor on 
March 11, 1813, for permission to 
remove the Indian community to 
another site and establish a new 
mission. Governor Arrillage grant- 
i ed the request and nine months 
' later received a report which read, 
in part: 

| “This Mission of Purisima, 

' founded in the plain south of the 
Rio Santa Rosa, or San Bernardo 
according to the map of Lopez, on 
the spot called Alsacupi by the 
natives, and which was destroyed 
by the dreadful earthquake suf¬ 
fered from Dec. 21 to the last days 
of the year 1812, was on April 23, 
1813, moved to the dale called Los 
Berros by the Spaniards, but 
Amuu by these natives. The site 
of the new mission lies five quar¬ 
ter leagues northward of the old 
mission in the plain north of said 
river, on the Camino Real from 
Santa Ines to San Luis Obispo. It 
is 2300 varas wide from west to 
east. While the old place lay away 
from the public highway, the new 
site is one league nearer to Santa 
Ines, and one-fourth leagues near¬ 
er to San Luis Obispo." 

Ten days before the catastrophe 
the mission books had recorded 
2597 baptisms. In 1804 a total of 
1520 Indian neophites were living 
happily at the mission. 

With supreme courage, Fr. Pa- 
yeras and Fr. Ripoll set about 
building a new mission and by the 
end of 1813 had gathered about 
them 1010 Indians. On July 24. \ 
1815, the College of San Fernando 
de Mexico honored Fr. Payeras by 
appointing him Presidente of the 
California Missions. 

Another Church Built 

During 1818 the temporary 
church collapsed, but another

Jose M. Echeandia, first Mexi¬ 
can governor of California, ar¬ 
rived in 1825 and connived with 
young California politicos to seize 
Purisima Concepcion along with 
the other missions. Final legisla¬ 
tion confiscating the missions was 
not published until Nov. 4, 1934, 
but for some reason haste was 
made to obtain the lands of Puri¬ 
sima and on Nov. 30 of that year 
Domingo Carrillo was named civil 
commissioner to take over the 
property. The mission and its 
possessions were appraised at $61,- 
976,37, less debts of $1,218.87, on 
Feb. 18, 1835, and on March 1 de¬ 
livery was made to Carillo. 

What destruction was wrought 
at Purisima in a few short years 
is revealed by a report of William 
E. P. Hartnell, inspector of mis¬ 
sions under the civil government 
and a friend of the Franciscans, 
submitted in January, 1839. Hart¬ 
nell reported 122 Indians at the 
mission, most of them ill and in 
need of food and clothing. He or¬ 
dered 300 cattle killed to purchase 
$800 worth of clothing for the 
neophytes. 

During 1941-1842, Jose Antonio 
de la Guerra was administrator at 
Purisima and he is charged with 
having dissipated what was left of 
the mission property. Preceding 
chapters of this little history of 
the missions have dealt with the 
effort made by Governor Manuel 
Micheltorena to restore the mis¬ 
sions to the Franciscans, of his 
banishment from the country by 
Pio Pico, who proclaimed himself j

How to Get There 

Mission visitors motoring north 
from Santa Barbara have the 
choice of two routes to Purisima 
Concepcion, one by way of San 
Marcos pass, state route 80, to

Built Aqueduct 

Between 1805 and 1808 the Mis¬ 
sion fathers and their neophytes 
constructed an aqueduct, pur¬ 
chased 2000 additional head of cat¬ 
tle and added to the mission build¬ 
ings. It is interesting to note from 
old records that Fr. Mariano Pa¬ 
yeras, reporting to the Fr. Presi¬ 
dente in January, 1810, wrote that 
he had completed compilation of 
"a large catechism with the acts 
of Faith, Hope and Charity, and 
another with what is necessary for 
salvation, a complete confesionario 
(a booklet explaining all about con¬ 
fession), and other little things, all 
in the language of these natives." 
It must have been some task. 

The good father also reported 
that the mission had 10,000 sheep 
and as many cattle. Temporal af¬ 
fairs at the mission were progress¬ 
ing steadily when calamity befell 
Purisima Concepcion in December, 
1812. 

The earthquake of that year 
which created so much havoc at 
.several of the California missions 
entirely destroyed the church and

Discovery of sources of oil which 
has polluted Orange county 
beaches for years and has caused 
great discomfort to bathers was 
announced today by Coast Guard 
officials, who traced oil seepage to 
a sump in the heart of the Hunt¬ 
ington Beach oil field. 

A huge natural drain, which dis¬ 
charged great quantities of crude 
oil several miles at sea, was lo¬ 
cated last week at the foot of 
Fourteenth street in Huntington 
Beach by Chief Boatswain Allen 
L. Lundberg, The drain was lo¬ 
cated after several weeks of pains¬ 
taking search by Coast Guard 
workers, aided by department of 
natural resources officials. 

Following discovery of the flow 
of oil at Fourteenth street, the 
seepage was traced to an oil stor¬ 
age sump in the midst of ’ the 
beach producing area. 

Oil companies will be asked to 
halt drainage into the ocean and 
thus halt defilement of the 
beaches, Lieut. Commander C. W. 
Thomas, Coast Guard head, said 
today. 

The pollution experts declared 
that occasional heavy coatings of 
oil on beaches as far south as 
Laguna will probably be halted 
with correction of the sump seep¬ 
age in Huntington Beach. Three 
other sources of beach pollution 
were reported discovered by the 
Coast Guard during the past few 
weeks, located in Santa Monica 
bay, Los Angeles harbor and the 
Long Beach district.

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The Farley Issue 

G OV. LANDON has projected an important issue into 
the campaign—one which some of the Democrats 
would like to dodge—the issue of Big Jim Farley and 
patronage pie. 

Although the Old Guard sidestepped the civil serv¬ 
ice question in the platform—they want to keep the 
patronage, too—Kansas Alf in his famous telegram to 
the convention declared for the abolition of spoils and 
the extension of merit appointments to cover all admin¬ 
istrative jobs except those of policy-making executives 
and for the complete elimination of politics from the 
postal service.

Cash on Hand 

T HE public reception of the government’s billion-dollar 
bond issue is one of the most cheerful signs of the 
times. 

The treasury asked for one billion; the public offered 
seven billions of dollars.

The investors have shown their confidence in the 
government by investing this billion in its bonds; now it 
is up to the same investors to show the same confidence 
in our economic structure by using the six billions, which 
the government did not need, to speed up the wheels of 
American industry. 

Any nation, with six billion dollars in cash ready to 
invest, can see a happy future ahead.

Don’t Be a Locust 

A LOT of scientific interest is being taken right now 
in the cicada, more popularly known as the 17-year 
locust.
